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This popular sdition of tlje Asoka Inscriptions is based on materials 

collected for a bigger editidn prepared by me and protnised to be published 

by the Calcutta University many years ago. Pictures of the Piyadasi 

monuments, plates of the inscriptions and other illustrations could not be 

a* 

given in this edition for obvious reasons. They will be given in the 
University Edition. 

I am much indebted to Mr. Manoranjan Ghosh M. A., now a scholar 
under the Governmet Archaeological Department who worked as a Paleo- 
graphist with me for about a year and prepared for me copies of the original 
inscriptions in 1910 — 11. 

It is for the first time that all the Piyadasi Inscriptions discovered 
up to this time with all their variants are publishe4^ogether and also that 
all of them (without variants) are translated into Sanskrit. The Mask) 
Edict recently discovered in the Raichur district in the Nizam’s state is a 
variant of the Minor Rock Edict inscribed by Asoka at Brahmagiri and 
fwo ffther places in Mysore as well as at Sahasram, Rupnath and Bairat. 
It consists of 8 lines and is to be read side by side with the other 6 Variants 
(given here) of the Minor Rock Edict, as it forms the 7th variant of the 
same. A brief description if it will be found in the notes. 

This humble wark is but a payment of debt to the memory of the great 
Maurya Emperor from one living at the very site of the once glorious 
Maurya Capital.

INTRODUCTION 

It ts gathered from Plutarch’s writings 
that Chandragupta Maurya, not yet of 
mature age, visited Alexander's camp on 
the Indus’ baurfcs and encouraged him to 
conquer the Nanda Empire stretching along 
the Ganges, with its centre at Pataliputra. 
It is inferred that the clever Prince secretly 
produced fearful apprehensions in the minds 
of Alexander’s soldiers *by representing that 
they would be annihilated at once if they 
proceeded farther East. It is indeed certain 
that suspecting something Alexander 
became angry and Chandragupta left 
the* camp for An unknown destination. 
The •Macedonian monarch persistently urged 
his soldiers to conquer the East, but did 
not succeed in his ambition. The soldiers, 
so far from their native homes, were awe- , 
stricken and despite their lord in tears could 
not make up their mind to conquer the 
East. Thu.-^frustrated without a fight in 
his high-soaring aspirations by the disciple 
of Chanakya, the pupil of Aristotle was farced 
to turn back his steps to the West. Not long 
after, spending a night in reverly, the Great 
Alexander contracted fever and paid for his 
want of self-control by premature death in 323 
11. C. His foreign rival dead, Chandragupta 
organised an irresistible army in the North 
with the help of Chanakya and besieging the 
Patali city destroyed the Nandas and becom- 
ing Emperor of India in 322 B. C. ruled the 
land with policy and vigor for ^4 years. ^ 

Then in 305 B. C., Seleukos. known as 
Nikator (or Victor) successor of Alexander 
in Syria, crossed the Indus and*hivaded the 
holy land of Ind. But Chandragupta marched 
against him with expedition and being 
repulsed, the hqmiliated Nikator had to 
conclude a treaty by giving away a big slice 
of land and a royal Princess to his rival in 
exchange for only 500 Elephants. Thus 
recovering from Seleukos the Western regions 
snatched away by Alexander’s ambition from 
Poros, Ambhi and the Abhisara king, and 
receiving in addition the provinces of Balu- 
chistan, Kelat, Makeran &c., Chandragupta 
made the Magadha Empire respectable 
in the eyes of the World. Megasthenes, 
Ambassador from Seleukos, resided for a long 
time at Chandragupta’s Court, . The Empire 
of Alexander fell to pieces just after his death, 
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while his Eastern rival died passing peace- 
fully hi^ prosperous empire, intact to his son 
Eindusara Amitraghato (or Amitrakhada). 
After tl/e defeat of Seleukos, the Western 
Kings alWays preferred t?> be on good terms 
with the Eastern Emperor. When in Seleukos 
was assassinated in his 78th year<>y Ptolemy, 
brother of the Egyptian King, his son 
Antiochos succeeded to the throne of Syria, 
Antiuchos’ Ambassador lieimachos lived at 
the Court of T'mdusara for sometime and it 
appears that Dionysius, sent by Ptolemy, King 
of Egypt, reached India during this reign. 
Emperor Eindusara ruled India for 25 years. 

Asokavardhana, son of Eindusara and 
grandson of Chandragupta, succeeded to 
the Indian throne in 273 C.B. and ruled the 
Empire for about 40 years. He governed 
the vast Empire through Princes and through 
Vice-roys stationed at Takshasila, Ujjayini, 
Toshali, Suvarnagiri and probably some 
other places. Prince Asokavardhana himself 
served as a Viceroy under his father Bindu- 
sara first at Takshasila and then at Ujjayini. 
During Bindusar-a's reign civil and military 
administration remained almost the same as 
during the previous reign. The extent of the 
Empire too remained almost the same. But 
in his 9th regnal year, Asoka expanded his 
Empire by conquering the Kalinga country 
lying between the Mabanadi and the Kaveri 
and stretching to the Sea. During the Cam- 
paign one hundred and fifty thousand lu^n 
were captured and a hundred thousand were 
killed the memory whereof perturbs the 
Gracious King Asoka with sorrow in the 
Rock Edit XIII. The Empire of Asoka thus 
extended to the Hindukush in the West, 
to Kashmir with its Centre at Pravarapura 
(Srinagar) in the Northwest, to Nepal with 
its cities Munju-Pattana, Lalitapattana &c. 
in the North, to Mysore with its centre at 
Suvarnagiri in the South, to Kathiawar in the 
Southwest, to the Plains at the mouths of the 
Ganges in the East, and to the Tamluk port 
in the Southeast. 

Under Chandragupta the Royal Camp 
contained four hundred thousand persons 
and the arrpji consisted of six hundred 
thousand foot soldiers, thirty thousand horse- 
men, nine thousand elephants and many 
thousand chariots. Administration of Military 
affairs was controlled by a war*ministy con- 
sisting of thirty men divided into six boards 
severally concerned with the Navy, Transport, 
Infantry, Cavalry, Chariovry and Elephantry. 
Pataliputra, the Maurya capital stood along 
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the Sona River not far from its confiucnci^ 
with the Ganges. Administration of the 
Capital too was carried on by an assembly 
of 30 persons divkled into six boards sever-’ 
ally concerned with Artisans, Foreigners, 
Births »and Deaths, Commerce, Articles of 
Trade, and Trade-duties. ‘There was a trunk- 
road from the Capital to the Indus through 
Taxila, brandling off into minor thorough- 
fares goining into various provinces. The 
roads were mostly supplied with mark-posts 
at every mile. All this is gathered from the 
writings of Megasthenes. During Asoka^s 
reign all this remained* unchanged. People 
were ruled by Princes, Chiefs, General 
Ministers, Provincial Ministers and Religious 
C'ensors assisted by District officers, Subordi- 
nate clergy «ix. all obeying the King. The 
Maurya Emperors appeared in the public 
attended by Grecian women armed with 
bows and swords, and, seated on costly 
thrones, heard peoples’ business, while the 
royal limbs were massaged by servants. As 
for Asoka himself, he received reports brought 
by Repoiters on all occasions, even while 
eating, even# in the harem, in the inner 
apartments, in the lavatory, in the gymnasium 
and in the garden. The Maurya Emjjerors 
accomplished ('ostly and difficult works for 
public good even in the most distant pro- 
vinces, an example of which was the lake 
Sudarsana built under Chandragupta^s 
command by the merchant Prince Pushya- 
gupta and repaired under Asoka’s order by 
the Persian Prince Tushaspa. « 

Emperor Asoka was for about 9 years 
after his coronation an adherent of the 
common Indian Religion: But in the loth 
year he became a Bauddha and appears to 
have joined the monk-community in the 
next year and energetically engaged himself 
in the pursuit and spread of the Buddhistic 
duties. He announced that tlie gods and 
the human divinities worshipped in Asia 
were false. He preferred everywhere Victory 
of Virtue, ever bearing regretfully in his 
mind the tragic destruction and banishment 
of numerous lives that occurred in the 
Kalingas conquered by his irresistible forces. 
To achieve the Victory of Virtue, the good 
King made arrangements for the preaching 
of the Law in his own kingdom including the 
border lands covering altogether 6400 mile.s 
as well as in the dominions of the Ionian 
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dradatnan's Inscription at Ginnar, 
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King Antiochos and even beyond that in 
the countries ruled by Ptolemy, Antigonas, 
f^agas &nd Alexander and also among 
the NiclYis, ChodasJ’andyas, Taniraparniyas^ 
Visbavajrasg, Nabhakas, Nabhapanklis, Bhojas, 
Bratishthar^ikas, Andhras and Pulindas. 
Under the guidance of his prec(^ptor Upa- 
guptti, he sent<, he following niissioneiies 
to^ various countries — Maddhyantika to 
Kaslupir and Gandliara‘ 5 , Mahadeva to 
Mysore,,. Kaks^ ita to the Vanavasins, the 
Ionian Dharnii-Yakshita ** to Gujrat, Maha- 
Dharmarakshita to the Maharashtras, Maha- 
rakshita to the Greeks, Madhyamak^shyapa 
and othei*^ to Nepal, Sona and Uttara to 
Burma, and Mahendra (Asoka’s brother) 
to Ceylon. Many of these names arc inscri- 
bed in the Sanchi Stupas. Asoka prohibited 
slaughter and sacrifice of animals at Patali- 
putra. Before Asoka’s time tournaments were 
held in the King’s presence or in his absence 
where bullock-chariot races, athletic combats 
and elephant-and bull fights were shewn. 
Prohibiting such cruel shows the king who 
loved virtue, encouraged religious spectacles 
everywhere. In pre Asokan times, many 
hundreds and thousands of animals were slain 
to supply curry to the royal kitchen. But after 
his conversion to Buddhisnr the Gods’ Beloved 
Gracious King first allowed only two pea- 
cocks with an occasional deer to the kitchen 
and then prohibited even these animals. 
Not only in the roya^ family, but even arnon^r 
the people, animal slaughter, castration and 
other cruelties were regulated. In the 27th 
Kegnal year we find the King exempting from 
slaughter, the parrot, the maina, the red bird, 
the ruddly goose, the nandimukha, t^ie 
lizard, the lac-insect, the queen-ant, the terra- 
pin, the boneless fish, the partridge, the 
gangetic fowl, the sakiila fish, the tortoise, 
the hedgehog, the squirrel, the stag, the bull, 
the monkey, the spotted deer, the white 
dove, the village dove, all quadrupeds not 
fit for human food or use, the sow and the 
she-goat if pregnant or giving milk and the 
young ones not yet 6 months old. He also 
prohibited caponing of cocks, burning of husk 
with animals, burning of a forest for pleasure 
or cruelty, graci'iying one animal with another 
living animal, slaughter and sale of fish on 
Tishya and certain other days, slaughter 
of animals in the elephant preserves and 
fish ponds on the same days, castration of 
bulls, goats, rams and other animals and 
branding of horses and buljs on holidays. On 
anniversay day:^, the king ordered release 
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of prisoners. The kind-Rearted king estab- 
lished two systems of cure, of men and 
of beasts, in his own kingdom and in the 
neighbouring. Greek and other kingdoms- 
He had brought* and planted herbs useful 
for brutes and whereever they were not 
available and had tcees planted and 
wells dug for men and beasts. Through 
Religious Censors assisted by subordi- 
nates, the k^ing supervised the religous 
affairs of his brothers, sisters, princes and 
ordinary i)eople and ruled the Empire, treat- 
ing the people as his children. Not only 
the king but even his gueens wete noble and 
generous as appears from the mention in 
the Queen’s Edict of donations onsisting 
of Mango groves Szc. made by the 2nd Queen 
Karuvvaki, mother of Tivara. 

, Once every five years, Asoka ordered a 
Religious procession. These quinquennial 
festivals were enlivened with beats of drums, 
religious proclamations, chariot shows, ele- 
phant shows, fireworks and other public spect- 
acles. Asoka did not like hunting and other 
pleasure tours so much loved by the former 
kings and replaced these with Sambodhi jo- 
urneys where Catholic and Euddhisttic jiriests 
were interviewd and received gifts, gold was 
freely distributed, country people w^ere re* 
ceived and religious preachings and reli- 
gious discussions were held. Asoka allowed 
the numerous, frivolous and useless rituals ob- 
served by matrons on the occasions of marria 
ges, births, departures cS:c.,but he preferred reli- 
gious rituals during which important duties 
were carried out like rewarding slaves and 
servants, worship of seniors, control of the se- 
nses, donations to the Catheiic and the Bud- 
dhistic priests. Even while fervently devoted 
to the Buddhistic Religion, he liked to see 
concord among all the Religonists. According 
to him,Dharma included avoidance of sin,am- 
ple goodness, kindness, charity, truthfulness 
and cleanliness j while sin included fierceness 
harshness, anger, .arrogance, envy and slan- 
derous habit. Being a follower of the atheistic 
Bauddha religdon, he never mentions the 
name of God in the inscriptions. But he has 
great faith in next life and heaven. It is not 
clear, however, whether by next life he 
means life somewhere to be spent by the 
disembodied soul-stuff as conceived by the 
vulgar, or life beyond that of the individual, 
like that which emphsises the existence of the 
neighbor, the children etc. In the same way 
it is not easy to decide whether by heaven 
he meant some place or the ideal to which 
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we aspire. On Tishya days even single metl 
were advised by the king \o hear the Dharma 
Bnd durifig Poshadha festivals people were 
told to observe fast and practise other rel- 
igions duties. Asoka had supreme respect 
for the Carious Buddha and the Church. 
Any mendicants male or female who tried to 
split the Church were punished by being 
turned out after being clad in white clothes. 
He I(V lievcd in every thing said by the 
Buddha. . But he specially recommended ( to 
the Magadha Order) the following portions 
of the Scripture — the Diginity of Discipline, 
the Aryan Races, the Saintly Aphorisl^is, the 
Questions of Upatishya. and the Rahula 
tract of the Buddha on the subject of false 
evidence. It has been already mentioned 
that Asoka was not fond of hunting and 
other pleasures and introduced Religious 
journeys in their place. One example of 
such a journey is alluded to in the 
Rumindei Inscription. Being bathed as 
Emperor for twenty years, Asoka set out from 
Pataliputra and passing through the Lichchavi 
(AVestern Trihut) and Chaniparan, marking 
his course with numerous inscribed and un- 
inscribed pillars (some of them still existing), 
reached at last the famous Rukmini village 
and under the guidance of his preceptor Upa- 
gupta alias Tishya offered worship at the 
garden where the Buddha was born, erected 
a stone terrace and a stone pillar on the site 
and made the village Tree from revenue atu^ 
assigned the octroi to it. In the same year 
the king visited and worshiped the shrine 
of Kanaka Muni (an older Buddha), repaired 
by himself in his 15th Regnal year. Having 
occupied the throne for 12 years he had 
given two highly i)olished costly caves on 
the Khalatika hill to the Jaina monks known 
as Ajivikas, thus confirming his popularity 
with all the sects and again gave the Supriya 
cave to the same sect after the 2TSt regnal 
year. The tradition says that Asoka convened 
a Bauddha council at Pataliputra to suppress 
a schism among the Bauddhas There are 
many stories about Asc'ka’s ancestors 
Ajatasatru and others, about his brothers 
Mahendra &c., about his wives Asandhimitra 
and I'ishyaakshiia, about his son Kunala, 
about his ministers Viradha ^c, and about 
his preceptors Upagupta Sac. Conflicting ver- 
sions of these stories arc found in the Vamsha 
books of Sihala and in the Indian works like 
the Divyavadana. Even now at Bhiknapahari 
in Bankipore, a crude earthen image of the 
Bhiknakuar (the monk Prince «= Mahendra)

is annually erected and worshipped by 
low-caste people. Such things indicate that 
tl\p traditions are not altogether baseless. 
As for his inscfiptions, they mention by 
name only one of Asoka^s wives named 
Karuviflci and her son Tivara. 

Many inscriptions of this great king are 
still to be found on rocks, on stone pillars 
and in rock cares. Dialects, bearing slight 
provincial peculiarities are found in them. 
Two scripts, the Brahmi and the Kharos- 
htri have been employed. The Westernmost 
versions of the Rock Edicts i^yet discovered) 
exist at Shahbazgarhf and Mansahra and 
they are written in Kharoshtri which runs 
from right to left like the Semitinc scripts. 
All the other inscriptions are written in the 
Brahmi running from left to right.

The Inscriptions of Asoka can be con- 
veniently classified as follows — 

(A) The Fourteen Principal Rock 

Edicts : — 

The I St ten of these are found at 6 
places — 

1. Shahbazgarhi (Kapardigiri) in the 
Peshawar Dist., N. AV. Frontier Provinces. 

2. Mansahra, in the Hazara Dist, N.W, 
l^Vonticr Prov. 

3. Kalsi in the Dehra Dun Subdivisin of 
Dist. Saharanpur. 

4. Girnar, in the Bhavangar state, 

Kathiawar. 

5. Dhauli near Bhuv\nesvara in the 
Puri District, Orissa. 

6. Jaugada, Ganjam Dist Madras 
Presid. 

Discovery of a few w^ords of the 6th Rock 
Edict at Sopara in the Thana Dist. Bombay 
Pres, indicates the Existence of the Edicts 
at that place of some importance in ancient 
times. 

The Edicts XI, XII aud Xllii are found 
only at four places — Shahbazgarhi, Mansahra, 
Kalsi and Girnar. The Edict XIV is found 
at the first 5 places. It is not found at Man- 
sahra. 

(B) The two Kalinga Edicts — They take 
the place of XI, XII and XII at Dhauli and 
Jaugada. They were specially meant for the 
newly conquered Kalinga country.

EDICT I 

Tills law-edict has bllen inscribed by the Gods’ beloved Gracious King. 
No life is to be killed and sacrificed here. Nor is any^ gathering to be held, 
for the Gods’ lieloved Gracious King secs many delects in a gathering. But 
there are some gatherings of the Gods’ beloved- Gracious King which are 
considered good. 

Before this, many thousand lives were killed every day for soup in 
the kitchen of the Gods’ beloved .Gracious King. But now that this law'- 
edict has been inscribed, only three lives are killed, two peacocks and 
one deer. But even this deer is not permanent. Even these lives will 
not be killed.

This and 
many oth®r virtuous practices have increased and the Gods’ beloved 



Gracious king will increase such virtuous practices. The ‘Gods’ beloved 
Gracious King’s children, grandchildren a|id great-grand-children will 
continue this virtuous practice up till the cycle’s end and sticking te the 
virtue and piety will teach 'the Law, for teacking the Law is the best 
deed, and virtuous practice is impossible tc one without piety. So develop- 
ment and preservation of this purpose io good. For this, this inscription 
has been written. Let them engage in the, development hereof and not 
behold decrease of it. Inscribed by the Gods’ beloved Gracious King, bathed

EDICT V 

The Gods’ beloved Gracious King says : — It is very difficult to do good, 
whatever of good a man cau do he does a difficult thing. So I have done much 
good, that will be continued in the same way by my children and 
grand-children and children even after those up till the cycle’s end, and they 
will do well thereby, while he who 'violates even a part (of this command) will 
do ill, for evil indeed is easy to spread. An interval has elapsed and 
there have been no Censors of the Law. Censors of the Law have been 
appointed by me bathed (as king) for thirteen years. They are employed 
among all the religionists to supervise the Law and for the good and happi- 
ness of the virtuous, through the progress of the Law, of the Yavanas, the 
Kambojas and the Gandharas and also of other border lands. Among hired 
servants, and masters, among the Brahmanas and the rich, among the helpless 
and among the old, they are employed for the welfare and happiness and for

the protection of the virtuous, for prev^ntian of imprisonment and of loss of 
life, and for safety and deliverance. For this purpose also those whQ are with 
family or who have finished their official duties, or who are advanced in 
years, are employed here and in the outer cities, in all the royal families, 
others for brothers, others for sisters, and others for kinsmen everywhere. 
Everywhere in my contiuered lands men devoted to the Law or charity are 
employed Censors of the Law among law-officers. For this purpose, this 
Law-edict has been inscribed. May it endure long and may my people act 
accordingly.

So I 
have arranged that at all time, whether I am eating ; or am in the harem, 
or in the inner apartments, or in the lavatory or in the gymnasium or in 
the garden ; everywhere the reporters should report the people’s business to 
me. I look to the people’s business everywhere. And whatever I orally 
order an officer appointed for payment or one appointed for proclamation, or 
whatever is ordered by the Grand ministers in emergency, if there is anything 
connected with the matter in the stage of debate or contemplation, it should 
be immediately reported to me by the council at all time and everywhere. 
I have commanded thus, for I am never satisfied with wakefulness and 
despatch of business. All people's well-being is to bo maintained, I think. 

But wakefulness and despatch of business are the chief sources of it. 
There is no other work(for me) than (securing) the welfare of all. Whatsoever 
effort I make, is for this that I may discharge my debt to beings, that I may 
make some happy here and that they may secure the ideal hereafter. 

So for this purpose this Law-edict has been inscribed. Bo it of long du- 
ration and thus make effort and act my children and family for the welfare of 
all the people. It is indeed difficult of achievement without groat effort.

EDICT IX 

Thus says the Gods’ beloved Gracious king: — People observe various auspi- 
cioiis rites during illness, invitations, marriage, birth of children(and)journey. 
On these and such other occasions people observe many auspicious rites. But 
the mothers of children here observe many petty and useless rites of various 
sorts. Auspicious rites are surely to be observed. But they bear little fruit. 
The sacred anspicious rite, however, bears great fruits. It consists in right 
treatment of slaves and servants, reverence for the elders, control of the 
senses, charity to the Brahmanas and the ascetics. Thfs and other (duties) of 
this sort come under the term ‘sacred anspicious rite’. It should be preached by 
father, by son, by brother, by master, by friend and acquaintance and by the 
neighbour. This is good. This auspicious rite is to be observed until the 
aim is achieved. How is this f Here all other auspicious ritual is dubious. 





It may achieve <ho aim or may not and it may be only for^ this world. But 
the sacred auspicious ritual is not su*l.)ject to the time-liriiit. Even if it does 
not achieve the^aim here, it does produce eternal virtue in afterlife, while if 
it achieves the aim here, then both (the results) are secured — here it has 
a ‘result and it produces cnd]css merit hereafter through this sacred 
auspicious rite.

EDICT XII 

The Gods’ beloved Gracious king gratifies all the religionists, hermits and 
householders, with reverence and gifts. But the God’s beloved does n not 
value gift and reverence so much as advancement of the strength of all the 
religionists. Advancement of strength has many aspects. But its root lies 
in keeping watch over one’s speech, for it avoids overrating one’s own 
religionists and underrating another’s on unimportant occasions otherwise 
there may be absensc of dignity. On occasions other religionists ought 
to be respected in different ways. Doing this, one promotes one’s fellow- 
religionists and benefits other religionists too. But behaving otherwise 
one injures one’s own religion and does ill even to other religionists ; for 
one who extols his co-religionists and condemns other religionists, does so 
out of devotion to his religion in order to glorify his co-religionists. But 
doing so, one injures, the more, one’s own religionists. A conciliatory 
course is preferable, in as much as people may hear the Law unwittingly 
and may listen to it. 

The Gods’ beloved desires that all the religionists bo well-informed 
and usefully educated and also that those who are pleased here and there 



should say — the Gods’ beloved does n|t value gift and rev^ence so much as 
the adyancement of the strength of all the religionists, F/r this purpose there 
are appointed nujnerous censors (grand ministers) of the Law, censors of the 
women, officers employed as Vratyas or other Councils. Their function is 
advancement of their own religion and also glorification of the Law.

EDICT I XIII 

Bathed ( as king ) for eight years, the God’s beloved Gracious King con- 
quered the Kalingas. Hundned and fifty thousand lives wered carried away 
therefrom. Hundred thousand were wounded and many times tiie number 
were killed. Now that the Kalingas are secured there is keen maintenance of 
the Law, action according to the Law and teaching of the Law on behalf 
of the Gods’ beloved. 

The Gods’ beloved, the conqueror of the Kalingas has regret now. Even 
what is conquered is unconqured, I think, if there is slaughter^ death or 
banishment of of the people. Such a slaughter is considered a thing to be 
much felt and is considered serious by the Gods’ beloved. There live learned 
men and hermits or other religionists or laymen among whom service of 
superiors and seniors, service of mother and father, service of teachers, 
good behavior towards friends acquaintances helpers and kinsfolk (and 
also) towards slaves and servants, and firmness of devotion are inculcated. 
Injury or death or banishment in distress might befall these there (in 
the -^ar). Those who are related to them and have not lost their aftection 
are themselves pained by the calamity that befalls their friends acquaintances 
and kinsfolk. This may be any man’s lot and appears serious to the Gods’ 
beloved. There is no province where the assemblies are not instructed so 
as to insure favor to every religion among the people in every part of the 
country. 

Even a hundredth or a thousandth part of the wounds deaths and exiles 
that occurred when the Kalingas were acquired, appears quite scrius today 
to the Gods’beloved. Even lie who has done injury appears to the Gods’ 
beloved fit to be forgiven, if he can be forgiven and also every one (is to be 
forgiven) who submits even today, prays, thinks, regrets and lives under 
the protection of the Gods* beloved. This is to make people ashamed (of 
their conduct) and save them from ruin, for the Gods’ beloved wishes 
safety, selfcontrol, impartiality and delightful career tc all the people. 

The Gods’ beloved thinks victory of the Law to be the essence of a 
victory and that has been achieved by the Gods’ beloved here and in all 
the borders covering eight hundred miles upto where Antiochos the Ionian 
kiug and beyond that Antiochos the four kings Ptolemaeos, Antigonos, 



Magas and Ale:!tander (reign) and o|liers too such as the Cholas, the Paudyas, 
the Tamrapamiyas and the Daradas (are). 

•(Amdng these and) among the \ishavajrijas, and among Yavanas and 
Kamhojas, Nabhagas and Nabhaprantas, Bhojas find Pratishthanikas, Andhras 
add Pulin'das, everywhere they follow the Gods’ beloveds’ teaching of the 
Law. Even .where the missionories of the Gods’ heloved do not go they 
hear the Gods’ beloved’s accoiints of the Law, the process and the teaching 
of the Law and follow the Law and will follow the same. Victory thus 
achieved everywhere is a thiijg of pleasure. Pleasure in the Victory of the 
Law is a deep pleasure. But plcasurt! indeed is a small matter. The Gods’ 
beloved considers the ga*in hereafter (as a matter) of great consequence. 

For this purpose this Law-edict has been written, so that my children 
and grandchildren may hear of the victoK and may not think it worthy 
of achievement ; may while drawing the bow in triumph, prefer forgiveness 
and lightness of punishment and may think only of that victor}^ which 
is the victory of the Tiaw. That is (gooil) for life here, and for life hereafter. 
Let all devotion be devotion to industry. That is (good) for life here 
and for life hereafter.

SEPARATE EDICT I 

By command of tlie Gods’ beloved the great ministers and the city magi- 
strates in I'oshali are to be addressed thus : — 

When I conceive something I wish to bring it into action and begin it in 
the proper way. The proper way in this matter is, in my opinion, instruction 
to yon, for you arc employed over many thousands of lives. Let us secure love 
of good men. All people are my children. I wish to them as to ray children 
that all of them may have happiness and welfare hero and hereafter. I wish 
this to all pooj)lo. You may not understand my meaning. Some one among 
you may understand this meaning. Even he may know only a part and not 
the whole. You see this and this is a well-tested policy too. Tliore m ly be a 
single person who is doomed tO" imprisonment or misery and this ends in 
captivity and man^ people are intensely pained at this. You should seek

accordingly to follow the middle course. But that can not be attained 
owing to these defects, viz, envy, idleness, harshness, haste, indflscrfct\on, 
indolence and wearinessr.- ^So this is desirable ‘may these defects not 
over-come me\ Freedom from idleness and shunning haste ,lie at the 
root of all this. This is always to be practised. Get up, move and advance. 
Seeing all this you ought to preach accordingly. 

Don’t you perceive the command ? Tlie God’s’ beloved commands thus and 
thus. Execution of it bears great fruit while nonacceptance of it leads to 
great calamity. Those who do not j^ccept it serve neither their ideal nor 
their King. I have assigned two consequences on .zealous devotion to this 
aflair. Accepting this you will realise your ideal and discharge your debt 
to the King. 

This Edict is to bo hoard on Tishya days and even between Tishyas, 
now and then, even one person may hear it. Acting thus you should 
try to execute ( my command ). For this purpose this Law Edict has been 
inscribed so that the executive otficers of the cities might do well for ever 
and the citizens might not have sudden miseries and troubles. For this 
purpose evei’y five years I shall send out (censor.s) who are mild, gentle and 
smooth in action. Those who understand this do as I instruct. 

From Ujjayini too the Royal Prince will issue such commands before three 
years are over and so too from Takshasila. When the great ministers go out 
on their tours, they will, while doing their ( regular ) duty, understand 
[ this and act according to the King’s instruction.

SEPARATE EDICT II

all people. 

The unconquered borders might like to know ‘what is the King’s wish ?’ 
The King wishes ‘May they have no fear of me and have confidence in me. 
May they have only happiness and no misery’. May they understand ‘the 
King will forgive us what can be forgiven’. May they practise virtue for 
my sake. May they serve this life and life hereafter. For this purpose 
I instruct yon. Tlius discharge your debt. I have instructed you and have 
informiid you of my decision and fian wish. Act so.^as to accomplish this 



and console tlio people. Let them understand, ‘the King is to us as our father. 
He B.ympathiscs with us as wdtli himself. We arc to l^m as his children’. 

I shall instruct my offiicers in this matter. you are competent to 

inspire confidence in them and to insure their happiness and welfare here 
and hereafter. Acting thus you will serve your ideal and will discharge 
your debt to* me. For this purpose this Edict has been inscribed. The 
great ministers may act according to this for ever to secure the confidence 
of the borders and to help them in their virtuous practices. 

This Edict should be heaVd month after month on the Tishya day and 
should be heard even op other days. At times it should be heard calmly 
even by one person. Acting thus you will be trying to execute ( this 
command).

Thus says the God s’ beloved Gracious King — Bathed for twenty-six years, 
I caused this Law Edict to be written. My Viceroys rule over many 
thousands of lives among the people. They are made by mo to depend upon 
themselves in civil and criminal matters. Why ? For thus my Viceroys 
will execute the work of the people of the country unselfishly and fearlessly 
and will see to their happiness and well-being and will be kind to them. 
They will study their comforts and difficulties and according to the Law 
will treat the people of the country in such a way that they may devote 





themselves to the work of this life and of life hereafter. My Viceroys like 1 to 
serve me. Men, too, w^io follow my wishes will treat their circles* ( in the 
same way ) as my Viceroys%try to serve me. Just as he who makes over his 
child to a known nurse is contented ( thinking ) that the know,n nurse is 
trying to comfortably nourish his child, in the same way I have appointed 
my Viceroys for the happiness and welfare of the people of the country so that 
they may do their work unselfishly fearlessly and cheerfully. Accordingly 
the Viceroys have.been made to depend upon themselves in civil and criminal 
matters. This is surely desirable so tha.t there be equity in civil matters and 
equity in criminal matters. 

And now this is my order that respite for men in prison doomed to capi- 
tal punishment shall be three days as given by me so that their kinsfolk 
might submit appeals for their life or ascertaining the end of the doom in 
death would give alms or observe death fasts, for my wish is that even during 
this respite they may devote themselves to w'hat is good hereafter. ( Thus ) the 
peoples manifold virtuous practice, abstinence and discriminate charity 
increase.

EDICT V 

Thus says the Gods’ beloved Gracious King — Bathed for twenty six 
years, I made these creatures exempt from slaughter. These are — the 
parrot, the starling, the readbreast, the ruddy goose, the swan, the 



nandimuhha the gelata^ the jatuha, the queenant, the terrapin, the bonelbss 
fish, the partridge, the 'gangetic cock, the eel, the tortoise, the porcupine, 
the big squirrel, the srjmqra, the bull, the monkey, the speckled 
deer, the vhite pigeon, the village dove, all the quadrupeds that are,not used 
and eaten, the ewe or tbe sow which is either pregnant or gives milk. These 
are not to be killed and so also young ones before they are of six months. 
Cocks are not to be caponed. Husk with animals is not to be burnt. Jungle 
should not be burnt for mischief or injury to life. With a living being another 
living being should not be nourished. A.t the seasonal full moons and at 
the full moon of pushya for three days, namely on the 13th. 14th. and 15th. 
days of the first fortnight and on the first day of the next and on the fastdays 
fish should not be killed and should not be sold. On the same days animals in 
the elephant preserves and in the fishermen’s ponds should not be killed. On 
the eigth, forteenth and fifteenth days of each fortnight, on the pushya and 
punarvasu days, at the throe seasonal full moons, and on holidays, the bull 
is not to bo castrated nor a hegoat, a ram or any other animal liable to 
castration is to be castrated. On the pushya and punarvasu days, on the 
seasons’ full moon days and during both the fortnights of the seasonal full 
moondays horses and bulls should not be branded. 

Up to this time, bathed for twenty six years, I have ordered twejjtyfive 
jail-deliveries.

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EDICT VII 

I. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — An interval is past since 
there were kings and wished how the Law would spread among the people. 
But there has been no adequate spread of the Law among the people. 

II. Thus says the Gods’* Beloved Gracious King on this — This has 
occurred to me. An interval is past since kings did wish how the Law 
would spread among the people and no adequate spread of the Law has there 
been among the people. How then will the people be convinced ? How 
will there be an adequate spread of the Law ? How among whom shall I 
increase the spread of the Law ? 

III. Thus says the God’s Beloved Gracious King on this — This has 
occurred to me. Let me preach sermons of the Law and let me give teachings 
on the Law. The people will be convinced on hearing these. They will 
improve and there will be a steady spread of the Law. For this purpose 
sermons on the Law have been preached and many teachings on the Law 
have been ordered. I have ordered my men too among the people so that 
they might preach and expound. Princes too ruling over many hundred thou- 
sand lives have been ordered ‘Say thus and thus to the officers of the Law’. 

IV. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — Perceiving this 
indeed I have made pillars of the Law, have appointed great ministers of the 
Law and have made proclamations on the Law. 

V. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — On the roads I have 
had Banyans planted so that they might offer shade to beast and to man. I 
have had mango groves planted and have had reservoirs dug at every 
half mile, I have had rest houses and numerous troughs made here and there 
for the enjoyment of the beasts and men. But that enjoyment is a trifle. 
For the preceding kings as well as I have made the people happy in many 
ways. May the people pursue this course of the Law. For this purpose 
I have done this. 

VI. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — I have employed 
the gteat ministers of the Law in many kind acts. They are employed 
among the hermits, the householders and all the religionists. Appointed 
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by me they are employed in the interest of the Church too. Appointed bjl me 
they are employed among the learned and the mendicants too. Apppi^ited 
by me they are employed among the naked hermits. Aappointed by me 

they are employed amorfg'Che various religionists. Recieving their various 
duties the numerous ^reat ministers of the Law are employed by me among 
these and also among all other religionists. 

VII. Thus says the Grods’ Beloved Gracious King — These and many 
other chief officers are concerned with charities and gifts mine and the 
queens’ and also in all my harems. Tjiey perform their duties satisfactorily 
in many ways. Here and in the provinces these (officers) employed by me 
are concerned with the charities and gifts of my sons and of the other queens’ 
children for the performance of the Law and for belief in the Law. The 
performance of the Law and belief in the Law is but consideration as to how 
kindness, charity, truthfulness, cleanliness, happiness and goodness will 
increase among the people. 

VIII. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — The people accept 
and follow what virtuous acts I have done. Thus has increased and will 
increas^e hearkening to mother and to father, hearkening to the elders, respect 
for the old the learned the hermits the miserable and the poor and kind- 
ness to the slaves and the servants. 

IX. Thus says the Gods’ Beloved Gracious King — This spread of the 
Law that has been among the people is (based on) the restrictions under the 
Law and on contemplation. The restrictions are unimportant in the matter. 
Contemplation is superior. This is a restriction under the Law that has been 
made by me ( e. g. such aud such animals ought not to be killed.). I have 
made other restrictious under the Law. But it is by contemplation that there 
has been an ample spread of the Law among the people resulting into the pre- 
servation of beings and avoidance of lifekilling. Done for this purpose, be this 
continued by my children and grand children and may endure till the moon 
and the sun last and may the people follow this. For those who follow this 
will have secured welfare here and hereafter. Being bathed ( as king ) 
for twentyseven years I have had this Law edict written. 

X. Thus says the God’s Beloved — ^Wherever this Law edict exists, stone 
pillars and rocks should be had so that it may haivo a long duration. 
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SIDDHAPURA ROCK EDICT 

From Suvarnagiri, on behalf of the Prince and the Grand Ministers the 
great ministers at Isila are to be addressed thus after a health greeting. The 
Gods’ beloved commands — It is more than two years that I became a lay dis- 
ciple, but I did not proceed well for a year. It is more than a year that I 
entered-the Order and proceeded well. By this time men actually identified 
with gods in Asia (have been proved to be) false. This is certainly the 
fruit of exertion. It can be achieved not only by the magnanimous. -A great 
ideal can be fully achieved oven by the vulgar through exertion.

The Gracious King tenders compliments to the Magadha Order. Let 
there be^ fruition of freedom and liberty. It is known to you, Holy men, 
how much respect and delight we feel for the Buddha, the Law and the 
Order. Holy men, whatever has been said by the Glorious Buddha has 
been well said. But it is seen, holy men, by me that the Good Law will 
be long-enduring in this way and I should propagate it accordingly. These 
are the texts of the Law, Holy men, The exaltation of the Discipline, the 
Aryan Race, the Apprehensions not yet come, the Sage’s Song, the Saintly 
Aphorism, the Question of Lpatishya, and also the Rahula Gospel uttered 
by the Glorious Buddha with reference to False Speeches. My wish. Holy 
men, with regard to these texts is that large numbers of male and female 
mendicants should hear and understand these and so also the male and female 
laity. Accordingly, Holy men, I am causing this to be written so that they 
may know my intention.
